These dangerously hot days bring into 
prominence a department of the expo- 
sition which at another season might 
l>o overlooked. A visitor Btanding in 
the shade of the Japanese house with its 
curious bazaar of carved trinkets will 
notice a covered wagon driven at a wild 
rate down the avenue. The wagon stops 
befoi-e an unpretentious building which 
spans a mo -ry little brook, and the con- 
veyance having been rapidly turned 
about and backed up to the deor two or 
three men with fans in their hands jump 
down, and three or four more rush from 
the olliee. The back of the wagon is let 
down and in that easy way which expe- 
rience has taught, a drooping human form 
is lifted out and borne into the building. 
This is the office of the medical si 
and a very important department it is. 
The number of < i- 'son some days amounts 
to forty or fifty. Last Saturday four 
vary serious cases of sunstroke were taken 
BO it, for treatment, and on Monday fore- 
noon two more. The majority of 
however, result from improper diet, ex 
nt, the drinking of ice water and 
the like, and arc easily managed. 

To foreign eyes there is nothing, per- 
haps, nioro curious than the American 
custom of drinking. Ice water is al- 
most a national beveiage, and our people 
drink it with as much impunity and ap- 
parant delight as a Gtaa man does bis bear, 
To those accustomed to it there is littlo 
or no danger, and certainly no one will 
sutler from the mild variety found in 
most of the Centennial tanks. The men 
who sell it "flavored with ioa pay what 
you like," have the only article which 
need be trealed with much caution." 

Beside tho suffering from the heat, 
ire, of course, a variety of acci- 
dents which call for medical attendance. 
The other day a man was killed by the 
ears which run the circuit of the ground, 
and numerous other accidents, notwith- 
standing all precautions, have occurred 
from the same cause. Then, too, people 
will venture into unsafe places and fall. 
Only yesterday a young man climbed 
out upon a projection on Machinery 
Hall, and becoming dizzy, fell a consider- 
able distance receiving serious though 
not fatal injuries.

How their /YafrVM in Art Compare — 
»!>o»ie' Japanese Screensemd /'/<•/. 
The Japs a Humorous People — The 
Hot Weather. 

rmi.Ai>Ki.rniA, July 17. 1876. 
Of all the exhibits on the Centennial 

grounds those of Ohina and Japan em- 
brace some of the most curious and novel. 
There are many things in the Govern- 
ment building and in all the other build- 
ings of greater interest and more instruc- 
tive to tho majority of visitors ; but 
when it comes to mere curiosity and ad- 
miration of odd ingenuity , the Chinese 
and Japanese get the pains. The dis 
plays of these two nationalities in the 
main building are closely associated in 
the public mind, but the resemblance is 
mom apparent than real, and the ming- 
ling of interest in the two deparments is 
no more than a general attraction to- 
wards aU things strange and curiou- 
has already bean demonstrated that the 
majority of people only go to the Impo- 
sition to be amused; and, taking that in- 
genious view of the Fair, they do not 
bother them out distinctions, but 

coolly place all the "barbari- 
ans" on the same plane. But the more 
discriminating visitor scarcely need to 
be told that then are in fact not as many 
points of resemblance as of difference be 
t wean the Japanese and Chinese.
